Isa 66:18 For | know their works and their thoughts: it shall come, 
that | will gather all nations and tongues; and they shall come, and 
see my glory. 


Isa 66:19 And I will set a sign among them, and | will send those that 
escape of them unto the nations, to Tarshish, Pul, and Lud, that draw 
the bow, to Tubal, and Javan, to the isles afar off, that have not heard 
my fame, neither have seen my glory; and they shall declare my glory 
among the Gentiles. 


Isa 66:20 And they shall bring all your brethren for an offering unto 
the LORD out of all nations upon horses, and in chariots, and in litters, 
and upon mules, and upon swift beasts, to my holy mountain 
Jerusalem, saith the LORD, as the children of Israel bring an offering in 
a clean vessel into the house of the LORD. 


Isa 66:21 And I will also take of them for priests and for Levites, saith 
the LORD. 


Isa 66:22 For as the new heavens and the new earth, which | will 
make, shall remain before me, saith the LORD, so shall your seed and 
your name remain. 


Isa 66:23 And it shall come to pass, that from one new moon to 
another, and from one sabbath to another, shall all flesh come to 
worship before me, saith the LORD. 


Isa 66:24 And they shall go forth, and look upon the carcases of the 
men that have transgressed against me: for their worm shall not die, 
neither shall their fire be quenched; and they shall be an abhorring 
unto all flesh. 


The Sabbath 
Exo 31:12 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 


Exo 31:13 Speak thou also unto the children of Israel, saying, Verily 
my sabbaths ye shall keep: for it is a sign between me and you 
throughout your generations; that ye may know that | am the LORD 
that doth sanctify you. 


Exo 31:14 Ye shall keep the sabbath therefore; for it is holy unto you: 


every one that defileth it shall surely be put to death: for whosoever 
doeth any work therein, that soul shall be cut off from among his 
people. 


Exo 31:15 Six days may work be done; but in the seventh is the 
sabbath of rest, holy to the LORD: whosoever doeth any work in the 
sabbath day, he shall surely be put to death. 


Exo 31:16 Wherefore the children of Israel shall keep the sabbath, to 
observe the sabbath throughout their generations, for a perpetual 
covenant. 


Exo 31:17 It is a sign between me and the children of Israel for ever: 
for in six days the LORD made heaven and earth, and on the seventh 
day he rested, and was refreshed. 


Exo 31:18 And he gave unto Moses, when he had made an end of 
communing with him upon mount Sinai, two tables of testimony, 
tables of stone, written with the finger of God.

Jer 31:31 Behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that I will make a 
new covenant with the house of Israel, and with the house of Judah: 


Jer 31:32 Not according to the covenant that | made with their fathers 
in the day that | took them by the hand to bring them out of the land 
of Egypt; which my covenant they brake, although I was an husband 
unto them, saith the LORD: 


Jer 31:33 But this shall be the covenant that | will make with the 
house of Israel; After those days, saith the LORD, | will put my law in 
their inward parts, and write it in their hearts; and will be their God, 
and they shall be my people. 


Eze 20:9 But! wrought for my name's sake, that it should not be 
polluted before the heathen, among whom they were, in whose sight | 
made myself known unto them, in bringing them forth out of the land 


of Egypt. 


Eze 20:10 Wherefore | caused them to go forth out of the land of 
Egypt, and brought them into the wilderness. 


Eze 20:11 And I gave them my statutes, and shewed them my 


judgments, which if a man do, he shall even live in them. 


Eze 20:12 Moreover also | gave them my sabbaths, to be a sign 
between me and them, that they might know that | am the LORD that 
sanctify them. 


Eze 20:13 But the house of Israel rebelled against me in the 
wilderness: they walked not in my statutes, and they despised my 
judgments, which if a man do, he shall even live in them; and my 
sabbaths they greatly polluted: then | said, | would pour out my fury 
upon them in the wilderness, to consume them.
